The Diocesan Council consists of the bishop or 
bishops, the secretary of convention, the treasurer 
of the diocese and a body of representatives, one 
clergy and two lay persons elected by each of 

the 11 deaneries, to oversee the program of the 
diocese between Conventions. Council prepares 
and submits to Convention a budget for the work 
of the diocese for the ensuing year. Council meets 
six times a year, unless deemed necessary to 
have additional meetings, to hear reports from 

the deaneries and committees, to initiate action 
as necessary, and to discuss other matters of 
concern to the diocese as a whole. All members 
of the diocese are welcome to attend and observe 
the meetings. The Diocesan Council Executive 
Committee and the Committee on Finance and 
Property assist the work of Diocesan Council.

The chief legislative body of the diocese, Diocesan 
Convention holds its annual meeting (usually on 
the first or second Saturday of November) and at 
other times as deemed necessary for elections 

or other major business. Convention includes the 
clergy canonically resident in the diocese and 

lay deputies, who must be communicants and 
elected by the congregation they represent. The 
appointment of lay deputies and of their alternates 
needs to be certified in writing by a warden or two 
members of the vestry, and the certificate must be 
forwarded to the secretary of convention at least 
one week before the meeting of convention. The 
diocesan bishop presides over convention, while 
the secretary of convention is elected annually to 
coordinate the convention’s operations.

Bishop Bennison oversees Diocesan ministries for our 153 congregations. He 
also acts as chief pastor to clergy, chief liturgist of the Diocese and president 

of The Church Foundation. In addition, he is ex-officio board chair of Episcopal 
Academy and Episcopal Community Services, a member of the boards of 
Episcopal Hospital of the Temple University Health System and of the School at 
Church Farm, He also serves on the Governing Board and Steering Committee 
to Pennsylvania Council of Churches and is a member of the Leaders’ Forum of 
the Metropolitan Council of Churches of Philadelphia., The Interfaith Council of 
Philadelphia and The House of Bishop Property Dispute Task Force. 


His writings include articles for the Anglican Theological Review and In Praise of 
Congregations: Leadership in the Local Church Today. He holds a B.A. (summa 
cum laude) from Lawrence University, M.Div. and Th.M. degrees from Harvard 
University, an M.A. in New Testament Studies from the Claremont Graduate 
School, and an S.T.M. degree from Union Theological Seminary of New York. 
Bishop Bennison was invested as the 15th bishop of our Diocese on May 16, 
1998. Previously, he was associate professor of pastoral theology at Episcopal 
Divinity School (1992-97), Cambridge, Massachusetts, where he founded and 
directed the congregational studies program; rector of St. Luke’s Church in 
Atlanta, Georgia (1988-91); rector of St. Mark’s Church, Upland, California (1971- 
88); lecturer in homiletics at the School of Theology at Claremont; member of the 
National Institute for Lay Training (1981-83); a fellow of the College of Preachers 
in Washington, D.C. (1979); and director of the Diaconal Training Program for the 
Diocese of Los Angeles (1974-75) 


The Rt. Rev. Frederick Houk Borsch, Theologian-in-Residence 


Bishop Borsch, retired bishop of the Diocese of Los Angeles, is the theologian- 
in-residence for the Diocese and first holder of the new Chair of Anglican Studies 
at the Lutheran Theological Seminary at Philadelphia. He teaches the seminary’s 
broad range of students, including Episcopalians who are studying to be ordained 
in the Episcopal Church. Borsch’s appointment is indicative of an increasingly 
close relationship between Episcopalians and Lutherans and of a focus on 
congregational leadership in the Episcopal Diocese of Pennsylvania. 


A specialist in New Testament studies, he has taught at the University of 
Birmingham in England, Seabury-Western Seminary, the General Theological 
Seminary, and the Church Divinity School of the Pacific, where he served as 
dean and president, 1972-1981. He was dean of the chapel and religious life 
and professor of religion at Princeton University. He also chaired the Theology 
Section of the 1998 Lambeth Conference and was chair of the House of Bishops’ 
Theology Committee, 1990-2002. A member of the American Academy of 
Religion and the Society of Biblical Literature, he has held numerous leadership 
positions within local, national and international charities and organizations. 
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He is the author or editor of 17 books and numerous articles. Bishop Borsch 
received his undergraduate education at Princeton University and graduate 
education at the University of Oxford (B.A. and M.A.), the General Theological 
Seminary (S.T.B.) and the University of Birmingham (Ph.D.). 


The Rt. Rev. Edward L. Lee, Jr. 
Coordinator, Young Adult Initiative and Campus Ministries 


In April 2003 Bishop Lee joined Diocesan staff coordinating our efforts to 
advance campus and young adult ministries. He came to this position after 
serving as Bishop of Western Michigan for 13 years. He currently is on the 
General Board of Examining Chaplains for the House of Bishops. He began his 
ministry as curate at Holy Trinity, Rittennouse Square, where he led a flourishing 
ministry with young adults. He then served the Diocese for nine years as 
Episcopal Advisor at the University Christian Movement at Temple University 
while assisting liturgically and pastorally, first at Annunciation, Philadelphia, and 
then at St. Peter’s, Germantown. In 1973, he was called to serve as rector of St. 
James’ Church, Florence, Italy, and in 1982 became rector of St. John’s Church, 
Georgetown, in the Diocese of Washington. 


He has served on the Council of Advisors for the Convocation of American 
Churches in Europe; as national chair of the Episcopal Peace Fellowship; as 
chair and on the council of the College of Preachers in Washington, D.C.; on the 
Committee of Inquiry for Nuclear Issues; and on Diocesan Council of the Diocese 
of Washington, D.C. 


Bishop Lee is a cum laude graduate of Brown University and of the General 
Theological Seminary, where he was awarded an honorary D.D. in 1990. 


The Rt. Rev. Franklin D. Turner, Bishop Suffragan, Retired 


Helping with the ministry in the Diocese through parish visitations, Bishop Turner 
retired in 2000, after serving as bishop suffragan for 11 years. Before election 

to the Episcopate, he served as assistant to the bishop for congregational 
development. He came to the Diocese in 1983 from the Episcopal Church Center 
in New York City, where he served first as executive for consultative services and 
as national staff officer for black ministries. One of his lasting contributions to the 
church was his creation and development of the hymnal, Lift Every Voice and 
Sing. 


Bishop Turner has served on many agencies, commissions and boards in the 
church, including the boards of trustees of the Berkeley Divinity School at Yale, 
the Virginia Theological Seminary, the Church and City Conference, the council 
of the College of Preachers and the executive council of the National Church. He 
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was a founding member of the Episcopal Urban Caucus and the Urban Bishops 
Coalition. He served churches in the Dioceses of Dallas, Texas, Washington, 
D.C. and New Jersey, and was chaplain at Bishops College, Dallas, Texas. He 
was a founding member and first president of the Washington Episcopal Clergy 
Association. 


He holds degrees from Livingstone College, (B.A., D.D.), and a M.Div and a D.D. 
from the Berkeley Divinity School at Yale. He has also done graduate studies at 
General Seminary and the School of Social Work at West Virginia University. 


The Rt. Rev. Armando Guerra 
Bishop of the Companion Diocese of Guatemala 


A native of Guatemala City and a graduate of the Episcopal Theological 
Seminary of the Southwest, Bishop Guerra has led our companion Diocese, the 
Diocese of Guatemala, for 21 years. In that time he has overseen the raising up 
of a new generation of church leaders and established many new congregations. 
During the 1990's civil war, he persisted in making his Episcopal visitations in 
areas many feared to enter, gaining the respect of the people not only for himself, 
but also for his church. He is a frequent visitor to our Diocese and a generous 
host in Guatemala to people from our Diocese. 


The Rev. Claire S. Burkat 
Bishop of the Southeastern Pennsylvania Synod 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Church of America 


Our Diocese continues to work closely with the Lutheran Synod, as part of our 
commitment to the Called to Common Mission. In May of 2006, The Reverend 
Claire Burkat, Executive Director of Congregational Advancement of the diocesan 
staff was elected as the fourth bishop of the Southeastern Pennsylvania Synod 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Church in America. She will take office as spiritual 
leader of the 95,000 members and 174 congregations of the synod on July 1, 
2006. 


At the time of her election, Bishop Burkat served as mission director for the 
synod and the Episcopal Diocese of Pennsylvania. In this joint appointment 

she was responsible for planting and nurturing new congregations and 
supporting transformational ministries. She has overseen the planting of 16 
ELCA congregations and designed a strategy for redevelopment of at-risk 
congregations in the synod, which has been adapted for use in the ELCA and in 
the diocese. A respected consultant and trainer, she is the author of a number of 
publications including “Transforming Regional Bodies” (Alban Institute, 2001), co- 
authored with Roy M. Oswald. She has also taught at the Lutheran Theological 
Seminary at Philadelphia in Mt. Airy. 


A native of New York City, Bishop-elect Burkat is a graduate of City University 
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of New York, Queens Campus and received her master of divinity degree 

from the Lutheran Theological Seminary at Philadelphia in 1978. She was 
ordained June 11, 1978 and served as assistant pastor of Holy Trinity Lutheran 
Church, Abington. In 1983 she was called to the synod staff as an assistant to 
the late Bishop Lawrence Hand. She continued on the synod staff, taking on 
responsibility as mission director in 1990, under Bishops Michael Merkel and Roy 
Almquist. In 2000 she accepted a call from the ELCA to serve as mission director 
for the Southeastern Pennsylvania and New Jersey Synods. In 2004 she became 
mission director for the synod and the diocese, which both cover the same five- 
county Philadelphia area, working to coordinate mission activities between the 
two denominations. 


Bishop Burkat resides in Ambler, Pennsylvania, and is a member of the Lutheran 
Church of the Holy Communion in Philadelphia.

Natural Church Development 

A program of assessment and planning, Natural Church Development (NCD) is 
based on characteristics of growing churches. The goal of the NCD program is to 
release the growth potential of a congregation by encouraging the development 
of eight quality characteristics. The NCD process involves members of the 
congregation in taking an initial survey, identifying the quality characteristic that 
needs attention, and forming an Implementation Team to set goals and provide 

a strategy for strengthening the congregation. This is a multi year process, 
customized for each congregation. Coaches for NCD are recommended.

Necrology 

A listing of all deceased clergy who have been canonically resident in the 
Diocese and all laity who have served as Diocesan Convention delegates. The 
necrology is read each year at the Diocesan Convention Eucharist. 
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Ordination Process 

Persons who feel called to ordained ministry as a deacon or a priest pursue the 
following steps: 

(1) Meet with their priest, who, if able to recommend the person as a nominee 

in the ordination process, must write a letter to the bishop setting forth the 
reasons why the recommendation is being made. Only in rare cases will the 
Bishop consider aspirants who would be ordained at age forty or older. Those 
considering ordination must hold a baccalaureate degree or its equivalent, and 
be fluent in a contemporary language (including American Sign Language) other 
than their own native tongue. 

(2) Upon receipt of the priest’s letter, the bishop initiates a conversation with the 
priest for further information about the nominee. 

(3) If the bishop decides to proceed, he invites the nominee to interviews first with 
members of the Diocesan Staff to assess the aspirant’s capacities for pastoral 
and congregational leadership. 

(4) Based on the interviews, the bishop may invite the aspirant to go forward with 
psychological testing at the Northeast Career Center (NECC) in Princeton, New 
Jersey. 

(5) Based on the report from the NECC, the bishop may ask the aspirant to meet 
with a Parish Advisory Committee on Ministry (PACOM) or another residential 
community of vocational discernment. 

(6) Based on the report from the nominee’s residential community of vocational 
discernment, the bishop may invite the nominee to attend a weekend 
prepostulancy conference. 

(7) Based on the recommendation of the members of the Commission on Ministry 
and Standing Committee, who constitute the pre-postulancy conference staff, the 
bishop may make the nominee a postulant and set forth the course 

of theological education in preparation for becoming first a candidate, and then 
an ordinand.

Employees 

The bishop, as the chief pastor of the Diocese, makes the Diocesan pastoral 
Assistant available for the pastoral care of all clergy — active, retired, non- 
parochial, nonstipendiary — as well as lay professionals and other members of 
church staffs throughout the Diocese. Those seeking her support and help may 
contact her and, if desirable, meet with her either at her office at Buttonwood 
Farm near Longwood Gardens between West Chester and Kennett Square or 
at another convenient location. All contacts with her are held in strict confidence 
and are only conveyed to the bishop or others with the individual’s expressed 
permission. She is a member of the CAT (Congregational Advancement Team) 
of Diocesan Staff. 


In addition to her individual pastoral care she also leads, with the assistance of 
other staff, Groups designed to support those carrying ministerial responsibilities 
in our Diocese. These include: Clergy Spice (for spouses/partners of clergy), and 
Re-Fresh (for those serving extended pastorates and doing parish development). 
She administers the Wellness Fund of the Widows’ Corporation, which provides 
grants to enhance the wellness of clergy holding a Widows’ Corporation 
insurance policy. Thus all clergy are asked, by means of their signature, to 
accept gratis a $1000 Widows’ Corporation insurance policy upon becoming 
canonically resident in the Diocese.

Seal, Diocesan 

The Seal of the Diocese of Pennsylvania was adopted by the Convention of 
1906. The arms consist of a shield bearing (1) the red cross of St. George, 

for the English Church from which our Church sprang and in which two of our 
Church’s first bishops, William White and Samuel Provost, were consecrated in 
1787; (2) three golden crowns on the cross representing the arms of Sweden for 
the three Swedish parishes that now form part of our Diocese — Gloria Dei, St. 
James, Kingsessing, and Christ Church, Upper Merion; (3) a black border with 
white disks, as elements of the arms of William Penn, who founded the Colony 
of Pennsylvania; and (4) when used as a seal, it is blazoned with a mitre above, 
as a crest, with a crosier and key crossed behind it. The vesica or rim contains 
the title of the Diocese and the date 1785, with the motto in Greek from Hebrews 
13:1 “Let brotherly love continue.”

The various terms used to describe the status of an 
individual priest or deacon are defined as follows: 


Assistant, Associate, Curate 

Priest serving on the staff of a parish 
under the direction of the rector. Usage 
is determined by the rector. 


Canonically Resident 

Responsible to the bishop of a particular 
diocese. When a priest or deacon 
wishes to change his/her canonical 
residence, he/she must obtain a letter 
dimissory from his/her present bishop 
and be received by the bishop of the 
diocese to which he/she is transferring. 


Interim 

A priest appointed by the bishop to 
serve in a parish between the departure 
of one rector or vicar and the call of 
another. 


Licensed 

Priest canonically resident in another 
diocese who is given permission by the 
bishop to officiate in this diocese. May 
serve as an interim or supply priest. 


Lay Leaders 


Non-parochial 
Priest employed in secular or church 
related organization; not working full- 
time in a parish 


Priest-in-Charge 
Appointed by and responsible to the 
bishop. 


Rector 
The chief sacramental officer of a 
parish, called by the vestry. 


Supply 

Priest or deacon who officiates 
periodically in a parish for short terms 
at the request of the bishop, rector, 
vicar or priest-in-charge. 


Vicar 
Priest in charge of a mission appointed 
by and responsible to the bishop. 


Lay persons listed here include members of the major diocesan administrative bodies 
(e.g., Diocesan Convention Officers, Standing Committee, Diocesan Council, General 
Convention and Provincial Synod deputies, members of the Cathedral Chapter, the 
Church Foundation Trustees, the Committee on Finance and Property, the Commission 
on Ministry, the Companion Diocese Committee, the Wapiti Boad of Directors, the 
Commission on Ministry, the Anti-Racism Commision, and the Bishop's Staff.)
